. This basen.ent .is a.full basement approximately thirty feet >'.ld.e 

and thirty-five to forty feet deep, .A stairway from the .hitche-i entMl-? 
this basement from the .North .side of the house. The basement 'co.n:cai;io a 
maid* s bathroom, one large .furnace rocm with a workshop •which .is approximately 
twenty-five feet long and twenty feet wide. Ope.ning bff this furnace room 
.is. a. laundry room approximately twelve by fifteen feet which has. been con-^ _ 
■verte'd'^nto'^^darJcroomr“'Adjacent' * t o**t.he”latmdry">oom'la''a*“rii^pisnF6ao ""

The, main furnace room, contains a ccmplete heme workshop, including 
a machine and wood lathe, a drill, press, band saw, and,a large assortment of 
tools. Home made work cabinets-and cupboards have been built into this room 
and they are numbered, labeled, and contained a variety of supplies. It was 
noted that whoever is using the-workshop is in the process of working with 
metal', inasmuchi as considerable sheet,metal xvas .found in the basement along, 
vdth a,substantial, stock of lumber, .A supply of paints, shellacs, and varnishes 
are also kept in this room. 

Two photoflood bulbs, with attachments for attaching to holder or- 
frame, were stored .on the .shelf beneath, the work bench. In a work drawer in 
this room, the bellows of a camera was found. This is similar to the beli.ows^ 
appearing on the photorecord camera used by the .Bureau, Several, light re¬ 
flectors were found on top of the rafters in this. room. 




The room presented a very untidy picture and was apparently being used 
constantly. The laundry room', whi.ch had been .converted into a dark room, and 
which is located on the north side of this basement, contained a standard en¬ 
larger, .Adjacent to this enlarger was a photograj^ic time clock. Shelving and 
work benches in this dark room contained miscellaneous j^otographic equipment 
such as .frames for drying prints, a cutting knife and board, and an assortment 
of new and used printing paper. Drawers and cupboards had been built under 
the work bench and contained photographic developing equipment. A good stock 
of commercial developing fluids, etc. were n.oted. ' Pans and developing fluid 
holders were also stored in these cupboards, as was a .substantial supply of 
printing paper in various sices ranging frem two and one-half to three and 
one-half on up to eight by ten. The dark room gave the appearance of having 
been recently, used, as the wastepaper basket contained blank negatives, some 
film wl^ch was still wet, wrapping paper from film packs, empty film pack cartqn£ 
and trimmings from photographs indicating that a large number of photographs^ " 
had recently been trimmed, One of the drawers under the vjork bench contained

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a, large quan^ty of negatives -in strips two and one-half inches \t 
inches long. '’These~negalbive strips'v5efTTilid’Tn"eriT»re 'leaf'booklat;- 
cas,uaj. exanination of these indicated that th.ey tvere phoccgraphs of individuals, 
scenery, and homes.- No docunents were found in this group of negatives. No 
camer4 was found in the dark room, but it was observed that on the South top
